Coal Prices Sure to (Ce 


Minister of Trade and Comme:ce Issues a Note of Warning 
to Coal Consumers in the Dominion 


Ottawa, Jol 21—Sir Gvorge Foster, minister of trade and 
commerce, has issued the fol owing statement on the coal situatien: 


“With the signing of the peace treaty the United States fuel 
administration has auton aticaily ceased to exist, ard the production 
and distribution of coal in that country is now govern d solely Ly 
the law of supply and demand. War time I-gislation, restrictions 
and embargoes have been cancelled. As has been previously inti 
mated, the Canadian fuel control was disbaid-u cn March gist 
last. ‘he coal supply cf the nation therefore now depends on the 
individual efforts of the coal trade, and the co operation it receives 
from the Consumers in placing their orders for coal atonce, The 
information at band indicates that coal is net cemirg into this 
country in the same quantities as last year, or even as it did in nor 
mal pre-war times, This is especially true in the matitine pro 
vinces. With the strong demand for coal and the lessened pro 
duction, there is little room to hope that the price of anthracite at 
the mines will fall for many months. In fict the indications are 
that the price will continue to advance as the fall and wimer ap 
proaches. It is not safe to assume that next winter will be a mild 
one. Nor is it possille to forecast what the labor situation at the 
mines will be, or what success the railroads (just emerging from the 
strain of the war period) will have contending against possible ad. 
verse climatic conrtiors this coming winter. The government 
therefore urges all consumers to protect their fuel requirements by 
placing their orders at once. Ifitis impossibie to secure full re 
quirements of anthracite at this time, it is suggested that bituminous 
coal or other substitutes be acquire! for use in the late fall and 


spring.
